Paralysis Fatal 
ToDr.B.S.Read; 
Is Buried Today

News of the death of Dr. B. S. 
Read at 6:30 p. rn. Sunday a fte r­ 
noon, was learned with regret by 
many friends in Bryan. 
Following 
a stroke of paralysis January 12, 
Dr. Read has been 
ill, but 
was 
thought to be getting along nicety, 
when death took 
him 
suddenly 
away. 
Dr. B. S. Read was the son of 
Anne Maria and Benjamine 
S. 
Read, and was born April 18, 1839 
at Owensboro, Ky. 
He attended 
school there and later was gradu­ 
ated from Hampden Sidney Col­ 
lege, Virginia. 
He then entered 
medical college at Louisville, Ky., 
where he received his M. D. 
With his family Dr. B. S. Read 
came to Texas and to Bryan in 
1898, and for many years he was 
a practicing physician and drug­ 
gist in this city. 
His wife Mary 
C. Reed preceded him in death 
fourteen years ago, and since he 
has made his home with his only 
daughter, Mrs. Marshall F. Dansby 
in this city. 
He is also survived 
by one son, Ben L. Read of Tam­
